HEROIC DUNKIRK 


BY FAITH HUNTER DODGE. 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.) - 

PARIS, July 6-—-Two lone doughboyg were wan- 
dering down a street of Dunkirk, wher they had 
come to make notes on the architecture of the 
Place de l’'Hotel de Ville and the art treasures of 
the seaside town. They were commenting on the 
spirit of the people of Dunkirk and the hospitality 
with which they had been received. | : 
“The folks here,” said one of them, “are the 
limit. They'll hitch up a telephone in a ruin worse 
than a second class dugout, and while it serves ag 
a substitute for the big house blown to pieces by 
Zeppelin bombs, they’ll get more fun out of it than 
a bunch of kids at play. They are proud as kings, 
generous to a sin, and as happy as if, instead of 
losing everything they ever possessed in the world, 
their great aunt had just left a big legacy to 
Dunkirk, the church (kerque) city beside the sea, 
behind the shelter of the duns (sand dunes), is made 
up. of a sturdy, energetic population, descended 
from French, English and Spanish conquerors and 
Gallic fisherfolk, brought up in the stern school of 
centuries of war against human enemies and 
against the sea. They seem, as the doughboys. 
said, to have forgot their troubles and, when vis- 
itors come, they are welcomed with the sound of 
a military band, bugles and the sweet toned bell 

‘in the ancient tower, which still rings merrily. 


So the allied journalists were welcomed, on their 
way to Belgium, and were received in the Hotel 
de Ville by the mayor, political descendant of a 
line of bourguemeistres starting in at the time of: 
St. Eloi and continuing through the middle ages 
to the present time, as powerful heads of a city 
government as ever have existed. The jumble of 
gastronomic festivities, heartbreaking visits to end- 
miles upon miles of ruined, crumbling vil 
es, towns, cities and farms, and the most as- 
tounding demonstrations of gratitude and friend- 
liness which the newspaper correspondents en- 
‘Jjoyed in Belgium, really began in the French town 
of iad where thoy were cheered and ban- 
que 

Dunkirk, we are told, hasn’t really changed. Dur- 
ing the war its families lived in their cellars; moved 
from one house to another as walls crashed, down 
over them, continued their work exactly as before 
the war, except that they intensified it, Dunkirk’s 
shipyards, after three years and a half of varied 
and uninterrupted bombardments, turned out dur- 
ing the war a ship of 19,000 toms, 460 feet long, the 
largest cargo of the French merchant marine, Dun- 
kirk went about its daily tasks cheerfully ‘as ever, 
repeating the phrase of its Gallic ancestors: “ Bah! 


but no dates are given, recalling the famous bar- 
ber shop sign “Free shaves tomorrow,” and on 
one wall is painted “ Closed om account of Zeppelin- 
itis!” | 
Dunkirk’s morale held out exactly like the sym- 
bolic statue of the city’s intrepid hero, Jean Bart 
(a bronze by David d’Angers in the largest public 
square of the city), which remained intact in the 
midst of bombs and falling shella; ho projectile of 
any kind even scratched it, 

Dunkirk, which received the army citation read- 
ing: “ Heroic eity, worthy example to the entire
